Funeral of Mr. Yates——On Sunday morning, at an early hour, (nine 
o’clock,) the earthly remains of the late theatrical manager were consigned 
to the tomb in the family vault in the church of St. Martin-in-the-Fields. 
The body was conveyed from the Euston-square Hotel, where he died, in 
a hearse and four, accompanied by two mourning coaches, in which were 
Mr. Gladstane, the partner of the deceased; Master Frederick Yates, 
son of the late manager, Mr. Wilkinson, &c. 

Van Amburgh’s Procession Mr. Van Amburgh, with his celebrated 
collection of trained animals, made his public entry intoExeter about eleven 
o'clock yesterday, (Tuesday,) morning. Vast numbers of persons were 
r assembled to witness his arrival, public curiosity having been strongly 
excited by the glowing accounts of his famous “ procession” which have 
appeared in contemporary newspapers. We had been taught to expect 
something as extraordinary, as novel, and the result rather exceeded than 
fell short of our anticipations. At the head of the procession was a very 
splendid carriage, rich in gilding and blazonry, in which were seated his 
band of musicians, upwards of a dozen in number. This carriage was 
drawn by a handsome team of eight cream coloured horses, and on the 
box was the great “ brute tamer” himself, the hero of the day, the very 
lion of lions, who guided and managed them with admirable skill and 
dexterity. The citizens were astonished, and the most expert of the 
“knights of the whip,”—albeit, not a little vain of their own ability— 
confessed that they had for once seen a“ wonder.” If, indeed, the ex- 
pert driver of “four in hand” is considered a master of the craft, surely 
he who can so cleverly drive and manage “eight in hand” is fairly en- 
titled to the palm of glory. But it is impossible for any one fairly to ap- 
preciate Mr. Van Amburgh’s skill who is not acquaintéd with the diffi- 
culty of the route by which he entered the city. He came from Exmouth 
over Holloway-hill into South-street, and then by Coombe-street, West- 
street, and Fore-street, to his pavilion in St. Sidwells. In the course of 
his progress he had to make several awkward and difficult turns, which he 
executed ina manner that excited admiration in the beholders. Not a 
horse was out of place, and the feat was as little apparent effort as it would 
cost an ordinary man to turn a pair of well trained ponies. After this 
handsome and novel “turn out” came the carriages in which the beasts 
are conveyed from place to place, most of them being drawn by four 
horses each, and the carriagesthemselves being of a very superior de- 
scription.. But, perhaps, after all, the strangest sight was to see the cele- 
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brated performing elephant, walking, or rather “trotting” in procession ; 
this being, we believe, the first time the inhabitants of Exeter have ever 
seen a real live elephant marching through their streets. The animal was 
arrayed in the Eastern fashion, and had a ‘ Hondu” on his back, in which 
were seated a number of young gentlemen, who seemed to enjoy their ride. 
He proceeded up the Fore-street in a sort of shuffling trot, which was 
nevertheless so rapid as to compel the horses to travel at considerable 
speed.— Western Luminary. |
